The women in the Treasury Department 
at Washington are again experiencing 
the mortification of being discharged lroiu 
comfortable and well-paying positions. 
They work, or are supposed to work, abont 
six hours a day, ani draw from $18 to $25 
per week salary. No wonder the girls 
think 
a 
position in Washington “just 
charming.” There Is everything to please 
the taste and attract the attention in that 
city, little work comparatively, good pay, 
comfortable lodging places, and many in­ 
teresting sights. But many of the girls 
who thus live in temporary enjoyment, are 
almost in a continual state of unrest. They 
love Washington society so deeply, that 
they sigh for security in their places. But 
alas, it is not given. Every few months 
the order comes to cut down the help, and 
the order Is obeyed, and more women are 
made miserable. On Monday of this week, 
seventy were discharged because there was 
no money in the Treasury with which to 
pay them. 


The Marquis, and Her Royal Highness 
had a right royal time of it coming over on 
the British Steamer Sarmatiao, they and 
their suite being the only passengers on 
board.

London, Nov. 20—A terrible disaster has 
occurred in the English Channel. During 
a dense fog at midnight, last night, the 
German mail steamship Pomerania was 
sunk by a collision with the large Iron ship 
Mocleiian, of! Falkstone, and went down in 
ten minutes. The Pomerania had on board 
three hundred and titty passengers, who 
were nearly all in their berths, and many 
went down with the ill-fated ship. 
One 
hundred and seventy-two of the survivors 
arrived at Dover, and a few reached Ply­ 
mouth. Sixty are missing, including the 
Captain, First Engineer, and the doctor. 
The Pomerania left New York, November 
lith, lor Hamburg. 
She left Plymouth 
yesterday for Hamburg, after unloading the 
English mills, passengers, and specie. 
There is great excitement here at the sad 
catastrophe. 
N ew Y ork, N ov. 20.—Among the pas­ 
sengers on board the ill-fated steamship 
Pomeracii were a large number frcm 
Chicago, St. Louis Milwaukee, and all 
parts of the West. The steamer wa9 rated 
as first-class, of 3,382 tons burden, aod was 
ouilt in 1S73 at Greenock. It wa9 com* 
manded 
by 
Captain 
Schwenzer, 
and 
bad 
a 
crew 
of 
one 
hundred and forty men. The ship was 
laden with merchandize valued at $209,000. 
Most of the first class passengers were 
saved. Of the nine boats belonging to the 
steamer four were crushed by the collision, 
ani of the five launched one was over­ 
crowded aud sunk. The.Captain remain­ 
ed on deck, rousing to leave and went 
down with his ship. 
One hundred and nine were eaved and 
have arrived at London. At the time of 
the collision, the Pomerania was going at 
half speed cautiously through the fog, 
blowing the whistle, and was under excel­ 
lent discipline. 
She sunk gradually, the 
passengers floating on chairs and benches 
in the Channel.
